THEATRICAL PUFFING. . 

Theatrical puffs, it is well known in places where 
there is an established theatre, seldom exhibit any 
thing but a tissue of faleehoods. They have become 
#0 otale of late years that they are seldom read, except 
from mere Curiosity, to see how little of truth and 
modesty and bow much of impudence and falsehood can 
be compressed within the compass of a paragraph. 
They are as ineffectual at to answering their intended 
purposes, as they are disgusting te men of yndgement 
and reflection. To say that a play had ron for a hun- 
dred nights in London, ‘with unbounded applause 
might once, perhaps, have drawn a few ignorant per- 
sons and children to the theatre, bet among the 
more discerning, those who judge of a play from its 
merit, without reference to a London audience, such 
wholesale puffing generally goes for what it is worth 
—nothing. 

The Essex Register of Wednesday contains a no- 
tice of the ‘* Maid and the Magpie,” which, as it pur- 
ports to be an editorial article, it may be worth while 
to notice. It is stated thaé “this play met with such a 
favorable reception in Boston, that it was acted 
twenty-six nights to crowded houses, and fourteen 
evenings successively.” This sentence contains ‘at 
least two falsehoods, 80 gross-and palpable, that to a 


person of the slightest knowledge of the success of — 


plays in. Boston, their intention must be entirely 
frustrated by overshooting the mark. The play in 
question was produced something like six years ago, 
and it is barely possible, that, in all that time, it 
may. have been acted. twenty-six...times.. But that _ 
it was ever acted: to ene crowded house, we take 
upon ourselves to dispute, without having reccurrence 
to the records of the box office or green room for 
authority ; although to those records we are willing 
to appeal. We also assert, without any fear of con- 
tradiction, that it was never acted in Boston, fourteen 
nor even half that number of nights in succession.

With a a 
times the population, the ‘societies 
unequally ‘proportioned as to the two leone 
Here, besides the continual calls for relief 
to Companions and’ Brethren, who are resi- 
dent among us, or their needy Wigets and 
Orphans, we are obliged to become the al- 
moners of hundreds of foreigners’ who are 
cast destitute on our town, and who perhaps 
sick, naked and afflicted with all the trials 
to which the wanderer can be subjected, de- 
mand no common assistance.’ In support of 
which, give us leave to “state that in the 
course of the past year, these objects had 
become so numerous and their wants so 
pressing, that it was found. successary to 
constitute.a general board of charity. from 
all the Masonic Societies in Boston, whose 
meetings are held semi-weekly, purposely 
to investigate the claims and to give immed- 
iate relief to those of the latter description. 
Independent of the very large amount voted 
to brethren in indigent circumstances, in 
the respective societies, about six hundred 
dollars, have been distributed by the Board 
in the last.ten months, of which each Lodge 
and Gbapter is bound to advance their res- 
pective proportion. This liberal policy 
must necessarily limit and contract our funds 
—and permit us to observe, that they would 
not be likely to increase either by individu- 
als becoming Masons, or Masons betoming 
members, were it generally understood they 
were to be devoted to purposes so extranc- 
ous from what the former delieve and the 
lauer know they ought.to be sacredly and 
exclusively applied. ; 

We have thus detailed our objections, not 
more to vindicate ourselves in our refusal, 
than to evince the respect we entertain for 
the sentiments contained in-your communi- 
cation, and the generous and christian mo-

,BEEKMANS’s HISTORY OF INVENTIONS. 
The exhibition of cups and balls is of great 
antiquity, and depends entirely on manual 
dexterity. Tumbling, balancing, rope danc- 
ing, catching balls, rolling jars along the 
body, ‘horsemanship, are arts acquired by 
long and severe practice.—-Swallowing 
stones, and inserting a sword-blade. into the 
stomach, could only v6 accomplished by 
long and painful iteration, and are disgusting 
to behold.
